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(57) Abstract: A two-stage sewage grinder pump (10) having 
two impellers (30, 32) and a grinder (60) attached to the mo- 
tor shaft (24). Preferably, both impellers are vortex impellers 
and are positioned between the grinder and the motor. The mo- 
tor housing includes a discharge conduit (70) that is monolithic 
with the motor housing (20). An anti-siphon valve (71) is in- 
tegral with the discharge conduit. An integral discharge flange 
(75) and check valve (78) are attached to the discharge conduit 
to connect the sewage grinder pump to a sewage outlet. 
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
